Prigcipalicte of Bearn, perſecuted by the ence 
mies of the Ettate and ot their Religion, who abuſe tle 
Kings mind and conſcience, (eeing chat to ovr great gri- 
we are conftrained by the viol:nce of oppreſhun to a 
recourle vnto naturall and !awtuil meancs (by a necetlar c 
cetence) to preterue the l:bertic of our con{ctences and rhe 
tafetic of our lives againit theſe our in:p'acable enemies: 
We proteſt in tte name of the ſaid Churches betore God 
and mcng/nutolably co rematne vnder 111e tvbiction of our 
King,acknowledging that he is given vs ct Gol! to be our 
{ ueraigrne Lord, And that all the world nay rake rotice 
thac as tlizs obedience, next viitothe wer of God,is the 
onely a1me of our intention, luthciently 1; anifelted by our 
former delice ingrauen in the ptllar $6 t vur | (tate, and 
10 the crownes of our late Kings, railed vp againe by Our 
predecetiors and onr felues,noww: tonltanging the enfeucrs 
of our en<mies factions : ail » tie barred and per.ecution 
which we tow endure, is r-te-{ vp for ro other calle by 
Cur enemies bur fleh's holy and iuvitation, wrrreutito 
they know we are in{:parably boynd, by the rules oi, our 
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4 
R:ligion,by the example of our progenitors, ard the right 
cf our owne conferuation, 

Firſt of all then we beſcech the King and all erne French 
men, asallo all Kings, Princes and Potenrates, friends and 
confederates of the Crowne, and generally all men who 
are touci:ed with the zeale of Gods gloric, wi h co:mmiſes 
ration of innocencie troden vncer foote, ard with griefc 
or the mileries which at this day threaten France: to 1n= 
forme thermſclues here of our iutt complaints, that in them 
they may ſee the perfidioulnctle of cur enemies and their 
cruelcie, and which (whether we will or no} they pu i out 
of our bo/omegzand bind-vs to publith for the wititication 
of our innocencie, andto let all ſuch as lowe iuſtice and 
truth ice, that the refuge of our defence whereunto we are 
brought , is both neceſſary and iuft ; our comics being 
thruſt forward by no otl:cr motiue co kindle the bre it this 
Kingdome, then to put out the light of our Religion, ard 
co overttrow the moſt fure reliftance wnich in the Fltace 
may be oppoſed ro forrein enterpriles. But becaulc by their 

xonted {ubtrilcies they have here tollowed the common 

courle which tends to violence and crucitic, maxing to 
t!.cmſciucs a way by falſe accuſations to the oppretiion of 
a iuſt cauſe, And for a pretence to invade vs, they taue pro. 
claimed vs rebe's and {edirious ; and to ipread cuery where 
this accula:ion, they employ the Ecids and declarations of 
the King 2nd of the Parl aments , yea and the mouth of 
Ambaſladours in torrein parts, To the end that the hmpli. 
Citic of thoie who are leaf intormed either of the hatred, or 
of the power, or of the craft of our enemies, might not re- 
ceiue fome f1nifter impreſſion of vs, touching the cutie of 
obedience and &dclitie towards our King and country: we 
will ther hers that all the pretences and injurious crimes 
wherewith they charge vs, are meerly artificiall difyuj. 
lngs borrowed asa veile to couer the outrages done tons 
noucenci:, For a5 to inflame the hatred ot Kings and rhe fu- 
rie of the prople acainkt the Gotre,, they i aue heretofore 
acculcd tlie tirlt Chiiliians,& our tathers 1n ch ele lalt times 
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of likecrimes,namely that they tranſore(ſed againſt the dei 48.17, 


crecs of Ceſar, moued {edition among the people, and did 
oucrthrow the royaltie of Princes, Vnder cheſe ſuppoſed 
acculations they haue cauicd them to fuff.r every where 
the violence of the ſword,the burniag of fire;the cru-ltie of 
matlacres, the turie of warres, and the horr-r of a!l ſorrs of 
exqu:iize rormenits. It is truz,that as our fachers were more 
weake and naxed, or exp-led oa more eli: laughter, Re- 
19105 then wasdireftly charged with thele crimes, and 
then they have periecuted and made open war vpon them 
for cheir proteſſions fake , But no» by @ ſubtiltie fitted ra 
the'r intentio:1$,0ur enemies tiaue 2!:cred the method. They 
enterprile warre vpont the perfons, ro breake invpon Rel - 
gion. And becauſe thac after fo many perfidions atid crue'l 
practiſes,the arme of God hauing raited vs vpyzs out of our 
tataers a(h:s, and by the miraculugs pro{veriite of tie lice 
King (conducted by our ftickiae. rpm che rhrone of this 
munarchic) the breaches of che Etjare being reprired , that 
there might be effabliſhed a irwe peaco,an Ecitt w/25 grime 
red vs forthe libertie ot our con'ctences, and places gf fafe- 
tic to preſerue our goods and lies agaiilt rhe violence 
which che former euils mzCc vs tare for the timeto come; 
truiy it were now too an apparent violating of reace,,..and 
cacy ſhould coo maniteitiy declare taem'icines cnemies of 
e ir; faunu; of 
v>,lhould be revoked, and it rhey ſhould make var von vs 
for Kel:gion, 1: were alio toing:ge roo many per/ons 17 
oe (eife ame cauic, For theie ceutes ro courer Thar pros 
(ct: purpoſe of the ruine of this Eftace chrougit ours, £9 
arnewe Ring again ys, and to Jeltroy vs with grecer 
eale tteautberwitetiey could pollibly do. They haue pro- 
Claiin'd vsrebcls and ottenders, the; naue endevour: c 
make Utis caule more particular z they call the warre th -y 
mae vpon vsa Chaſttſementof ſeditious perions. Bur witcn 
we. (hali haueliere wade plaine to theeves ot all che wor'e 
the purpole of thote Wk are authors v7 theſe rroub!es.an1d 
cor tuliupsz telong opprefiton we laue 1itherto endured 
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with all patience z theeuidences of eur right inthe courſe 
we hauc held in our complaints, and moit humble ſuites 
made to our King, now laid againſt vs as a crime: Lattly y 
open perlecutio which at this inſtant they inflict ypo vs by 
the armics alrcadyraiicd againlt vs in all the parts of this 
kingdome where they thinke weare able any way to retilt, 
We hope that we ſhall cleare our innocencie trom thele 
ſlanders, ſhall approue-our iult and necetlary detence, 
wrich we vnd-rtake, waiting for the help and bl iſling of 
the Almightie. Anc finally we thall obtaine ftauour and aſ- 
fiitance from all iuch asloue his glorie and the truth : and 
the ſuccour and heipe of wholocuer they be that delice the 
conteruation of thus poore King one, 

Sincethe moſt ture {tay ot the Ed:Q for our fafetic,efta- 


and the meanes blilked by che mightie hand ot the late Ki'g, tell bythe 
29 atalm therto (troke of his deati;zthe enemies of our Religion and of the 


pub'ike peace, hitting vp themſelues with more hope of g0- 
ing forward and of bringing the'r purpoſes to pall®,turned 
all their endevours to overthrow this foundation of the 
tranquillicie of the State: knowing that the {ureſt way to 
bring againe the co::tulion of troubles and of the fore- 
patled warres, was to deſtroy the Ed1& which had defiroy- 
cd them. But not beins able ro promite to themielues that 
the gocd inclirations of the King, ard rhe wilcdome of his 
Mottier then Regent, and all well aftc&ed Frenchmen in- 
teret]cd in the peace of the kingdome, would conient, or 
cou'd ſufter an open breach o! the Edict , they fought ro 
gaine by peece-mecale that which they could nut obraine 
in the whole furme : and by fleights and more fecrer pra» 
Giles to caule things to fall into the gulte , wher<nito 
now they haue throiwnethem., 

Tre firlt eroundworke of their plot did bewray it ſelfe 
with aftoniſhmenr and juſt appretention of a'l of vs, when 
in the coronat:on of the K'nz thev mace him take this 
oath: {wil truly endewony to my power ts exciude from my tn- 
riſarition and lands wrder my (wiotection, all herenickes fo dee 
aauncea © the Churci, As it be took his Cio ane yader this

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condition and vnder this law, that he ſhould rovte vs our 
| when he could do it. T he blood of that great Henrie crieth 
| yet for vengeaiicetor the furious and abominable murthe- 
rer,who proteſted and affirmed that the onely reaſon why 
| he marthered him, was becaule he was a fauoorer of here- 
ticks, that he ſuffered them in his kingdome, that he pur 
them not to the {word : and here they haue cauſed his fon 
and ſucceilor,to promile that he ſhall employ all his power 
10 roote vs out, By this powerfull and eftcRuall reafon they 
eic ingraue in thelKings heart from his moſt tender yeares 
the neceſlitie of hating and deſtroying vs; and beſides the 
| orrorjof the example ot his Father cruelly (12ine tor main- 
121n.0g peace with thole who are called hereticks,they take 
ot him a {olemne promiſe to razgne and (it vpon histhrone 
vader this condition to perſecute thoſe whom his tather 
conicrued and kept, For who is ignorant chat vnder the 
ame Of heretickes,they meane ys ? That we are proclai- 
c:{ and fliled fuch by the Roman Church? And therefore 
fche-King be bound to the obſcruation of this oath ac- 
ordiug to their tnrention , what may we not then feare? 
Vheretore vpon former experience ought we not tofeare 
23inc the vahappie bloodiheds which ſuch impreſſions 
ad impoled necetlities vpon the conſciences of Kings, 
avecauted vs to feele? 
The like project ot our enemies hath yet openly mant- 
» Fiicdir feire, when cadeuouring to make a fundamental! 
Ew copaſle,and an vniuerſa!l principle of conſcience, that 
> Ircoughtnot to beluftered in France; they obtained in the 
© ſitEftaces held at Paris, that the houſes of the Clergie and 
» Kobilicic ſhould expretly demaund by their rcles the exe- 
O FKition of this oath of the King, asalſo the reception and 
ublication thereot by the Councell of Trent. A Councell 
fe Which hath bin heretofore reieRted publikely by thoſe E- 
A Mates which were held when the molt bloodie and violenc 
1 Foubles hauz bin [trred vp againſt vs in this kingdome., A 
w- Founcel which will not end. > that Kings (houlc raigne, 
= Filey permit 1.fe and libercic in their dyminions to thote 
vwho 
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who azc calied hergickes, 
But the moſt apparent and molt ſenſible proceeding of 
the proiect of our inaligpant enemies , 1s principally tur- 
thercd byel;e ſeditious termons of the preaching leſvites 
«nd oth Maixes, who,ſome yeares fince,by an vnbrioled 
licence and amanifelt conſpiracie, contrary to the Edits 
and their authoritie, did take vpon them to calumniate v$ 
ia their pulpits, aud to wake vs odious, preaching turie 
aud {.ditun, —_— the people in hatred of vs, 1nfiru. 
© ing them to haue vs 16 Cx: cration, and infpiring In cheir 
mindes warres and muriliers, do diſpoſe and prepare them 
vpon all occaltions to annoy vs, Hence it is that we contie 
nually feele 10 many violatiogs of the Edidts of peace, 1o 
many br.aches which are made in vpon our fafetie,ſo ma- 
ny outrages againlt our liberxe, Notwithſtanding we may 
yet boldly athrme, that our patience might haue ouercome 
and as it were [mothered the greateſt part of thele evils, or 
at leaſt we might haue conceiued ſome good hope that in 
the end ſoine remedies would haue bi provided for vs by 
rhe bountic of the Kipg and the wiledom of his moll faith» 
full Counſe!lers, it the Icfuitcs were not exaltcd to the 
height of power whereunto they are come. For it doth eni= 
dently appeare,tha: by ali ſcrts cf violent mcanes they haue 
hi:herto procured the rooting out of our Religion,and the 
ouenthrow of this Monarchie.Principally ſince their power” 
hath growne to the proportion of their evill will, and thar 
they {ec al] obRacles which heretofore were oppoſed a- 
gauilt cher hardy enterpriſe to be now broken domne or 
to yeeld ynderneati their power : what other expectation 
is relerucd for vs, but to feelethe danger wherinto fo long 
a time they have projeRed to plunge vs? The miſerable 
face of Chriſteadom at this day almoſt rent in pceces with 
warres and horrible comfulions, doth maaifelt ſufficiently 
to all the world what power their wicked and artificiallin« 
duQions haue to ſtirre vp a warre of Religion, almoſt vni- 
verfall, And who can pre”, ve that France 8lone (whicl 
ey haus made {o often toteele fo mournfull wounds by 
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their trecherous hands) being at this day in their power, 
and as it were vnder their abfulute gouernment, ſhould c. 
ſcape the common accident which chey haue cauſed to fall 
vpon thole Eltates where their credic an4 che duuerlitie of 
Reiigion haue given them pretence and matter to cauſe 
trouble. There 1s noman {9 vnacquainted with their deſ- 
{cines, who hath not heretofore forclecne or foretols, that 
the mi{crie and ruine of France crew nearte when the coun- 
(cls of lelvictes fhould preuaile, Ard now when on the one 
de we ice them in fuck high elteeme,and oa the other fide 
France broughtto the miteric of ciuill warres : 15 any one 
10 blind- that he contetle:h it not,co be the worke of their 

ha::d? who would {-ek any other cauſe or booinning theres 
of ? Thefeareo! falling into the!e curls, hath cauſed vs to 

heare many advertiſements trom che vv toft and beſt atf-At- 

ed French men,which fo long time have 1ithtoos it with 

all cheir power, The torce ©t the Parliament of Paris hath 
oft oppoſtd its authorite again their enterpriſes. And the 
remarkable documents whici ths iudgement thereof hath 

{pread throughout France ſoone after the death of the late 

King , touching the danger and pernicious conſequences 

to the Eftate.if they attained to greater credit,did guide the 

wiledome of the Kings Mother to reſtraine their ouerbol4- 

nes in the Court and inthe managing of zffaires And they 

could neuer obtaine their delires during her regencie, and 

thc authoritie which ſhe had inthe gouernment of tlic E- 

ſtate, 


vic of their miniſtery, helped by the oppertnnitic, and 
propt with that hand, they have ſcal-d that pinnacle of 

ower,\wwiereon we ſee them now mounted, Then we fav 
the boldeſt Icluite of the whole Socictic brought into the 
Louure, and with a raſhneile beyond example place bime 
{-Ife within tre houſept the Kings lacred Maieſtic , that fo

But as all things fie their turnes who ſeexe occaſion of 11.;- power 
proceeding , having found in the couernment following the I:fuirs haut 
a more fauourable fupport , us they are rea tO Vent tie nu# 10 57a

re inthe goucrnment of the State, what power tc Ic- 
{uites haue gotten ouer the Kingsattetions . By two 0- 
table prootes ſoon atter titis leſuites introduction, it wght 
eaſily be perceiued, tizat thencetorta nothing ſhuule be 1m- 
pb:iible ro thoſe of his Societie , whatſoever they wo.lld 
vrnd-rtake tor tticmiciucs or avant vs. | he nccellie of 
ths &iicourte requireth that! we repretent Ta. m, 

All France may well remen.507, chat three dayes after 
this leluzte had gor the Kings care, they caule !1;s Coun 
cc1] to canccll che Act of Pariiament, by ce vivcn tie 
opening of their Colledge in Paris was ineerdicted tem, 
gntill fuch time as they had publikly reaounced their prun- 
ciples of the ruine of States and kiling of Kings. And to 
{lev that all oppolition to their violence thuuld theoces 
forth be vaine, by an Order from the Counccil { by ckem 
{et vp 11 euery guarter of Paris in ſ1gne of triumph) they 
caule'! the Decrces of the Vniuerſice ( which had ſome« 
what reliſted tiiem) to be annulled, With like tacilinie, 
and at the [a ne tiine,they ob:ai ed an At in fauour of the 
Biſhops of Bearn the 25 of lune 16 17. for the reltoring of 
ali Ecclehaſticall goods of that Country, which by a fo- 
lemnectabliſhmene decre:d by the Soucraigne and Pare 
ha.nent,were ordained for the maintenance ot our Paitors, 
Colledge, Garrifons, Othcers, and other charges of the 
country, 25 yeares together the Biſhops had toilowed this 
ſuite with all pullivle inſtance. The late King ſundry times 
ſoll:cited from Romein cheir behait, knuwing wel the con« 
ſequences of {uct a change, bound allo by his oath to in- 
nouate nothing (belide the libertic of Exercile giuen to the 
Roman Catholicks, with reſtitution of ſo mu. h Ecclelia- 
ſtica!l goods as was needfull for them, granted by Edi, 
aid execut'd in the yeare 1599) had alwayes refuſed 1t 
them. The Queene mother of the King, for like co::lidera« 
tions ,and becauſe of the ſame oath taken by her Maicſtic 
now raigning,for the maintenance ofthe ancient ctabliſh- 
meat (confirmed ouer and abouc by ewelue ſcucral Patents 
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and Declarations obtained againſt the inftance that the Bi- 
ſhops made on the contrary ) would not medcle with tr, 
The proicR of our enemies could not be berter aduanced 
then by a blow of this nature. For they kne'v that the exe- 
cution of this Reſticution would draw atrer it { as, alas, it 
Is come to patle) the ſubueriion of the countrey, and the 
vtter ruine of our Religion in the ſame, with hope that 
wit!) the fpark'es they thould kindle there, they might ſet 
all France on fire. Wherefore they drew the King by his 
conſcience, and by vrging his 02th, touching the rooting 
outof ail Religion contrary to his, to wake that Decree 
by precogatiu-: which tor cnis cauſe {though givzn raſhly, 
without cliea ivice of che principal! Othcersot the Crow:e 
2d Scate ina bufinefle of fuch conſequence, and agzinlt 
che courle of Law vpon the onely purtuice of the Biſhops, 
wirhout hearing the Deputies of che country) would never 
be called in, notaithttanding all the re2monftrances and 
ſopplications that could lince be prefented , which hauc 
not bene otherwiſe an{wered, then chat the authoritic and 
conſcience of the Kipg Rood engaged in it, Thence we ga- 
ther:d a wofull experience of the Fings inclination 1n 
thoſe affairs that molt conccrne his State and our fafecie. 
Secigg that this lefuire held all his aff-Rions bound with 
reipects of Religion, and that deuotion vato which his 
M :teltic out of an inbred goodnetle is naturally given, 
was as a {pring v.to his conſcience, by the which he 1: clt- 
neth his whole will to what plealcrh him beſt, Hee hach 
mate himlſelte the Connie! of the Kings coifcience (to vie 
his owne phraf ): and in this Countel! can he propound 
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other Maximes then thote of Rowe ? chat may be all redu- YL, 
ced to this head of the tubuerſion of t!:is State and our ru» $] 
4 i:1e, He giues hum tra laythedetermination of th: Coun: Fs 
cell of Conſtance; T hat farth uw not to be toft with brregu hs $ 
That whatſoever Edidts he hath made or 'wuroce,bri:d him "4 


nor, Tat therefore he may, nay thathe ought to br akc 
them. And the berteao intuce him, he reades him no 0- 
cher LeQure then the oath of his Corunatton ,, Prov ounds 
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him nagreater merit to be rewarded with Paradiſe, then 
the rooting out of Heretickes, Incites him to ſeeke that 
way a more glorious renowne, then euer S, Lews got by 
warring with ihe Intidels, Theieand ſuch like are the coun- 
ſels ot conſcience of this leſuite. By the which his Maicltie 
ſetting alide all other conſiderations ot his guuernment, 
hath let himlelte be caried a1 27, and hath otieniad, Ut « 
better ty loſe his Eſtate then be (vale, Taught (i: teemes) to 
hold it tor a M-xime, that t!:c:e are occalions of lauing his 
ſoule with the lotle of his kingdome , Nuw trom thepol 
ſellion of the Kings will, enclo.ed thus within che hand of 
the Ieſuiccs, they tave draiwne to themiclucs by a neceſſary 
conſequence, the whole gouernment of the State, Which 
they haue compalled the calier, by reaſon that all the ſage 
and old Countcliors and Othcers cifat ferued the late King, 
and France, in the eltabliſhm-cnt and maintenance of the 
proſperitic and greatneſſe which it was raiſed to vader his 
reigne , being now (as we ſee) put from all managing of 
2ffaires; they to whom the Kings abundant tauour giues 
all authoritic in the gouernment, do willingly conſent,that 
the direRing ot the Counſell be committed co the Popes 
Sollicitors, Cardinals and B:ſheps, And ſuch as yet re- 
maine, cr as are newly brought in, ſome nurtured with the 
leuen of old SpaniſhfaRions 2nd atfeAions, others won 
withthe aduantageous liberalitics 0! the new, or with Ro- 
miſh honours (whereot the Teſuites are the chicte brokers) 
concurre all together in one and the ſame conſent, ryuch» 
ing the ſubuecriion of whatſocuer the late King had eſta» 
blitked, but chiefly for ſo much as concernes vs. And theſe 
allurements haue bene of {uch cficacie, that he from whom 
the beſt expeCtedan vnvariable affetion to peace and good 
gouernment, in hope of a Church-dignitie, hath deuored 
himſclfe to be anin{trument of the firſt breach , through 
which,perſecution hath ruſhed in vpon vs. On the other* 
fide, the high and infericur Courts, and all! Magiſtrates of 
the kingdome are filled with ſuch .perſons as are wholy 
lubictted to them, cither by luperitizon, or by _—_— ot 
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fortune. The people have no other affeRions then ſuch as 
they ſuggeſt vnto them by their ſermons or by clieir private 

confeſhons. 
The powerthen of our enemies being ſuch, we haue 
z1f5, co our dammage, felt the etfeRs ot ic by a contrary 
vſage to that that we found vnder che late King, For lince 
they have got this authoritie (we might very well fay, {ince 
their reigne) there is no more fayour nor accetle at Court 
fur thote of our Religion. Many to whom their fath«rs ler- 
uices and their o'wne had thitherto preſerued them the ho- 
nour of ſme places neare the Kirg have bene put by then. 
The greater part are con{trained io rid themſelues of them, 
vader this command, C2.1925 youy Religion, or lean your Of 
fice, Itis roid them that the King cannot with a good eye 
ſee the Huguenots about his perſon, In ttie Privie Cuunce! 
our greatcit oppulites are our ludges; and they whom we 
peticion,are our {worne enemies. \We are (ſhut cur of Ofti- 
ces in all Courts higher or lower, againlt the freedome ot 
the Statutes, It any onethat is now in place turnes of our 
Religion, preſently the Attourneys General! or their ſub» 
{ticuces oppo'e his txring « The Courts conteſt with hin), 
and repulle him. And how many are there in the Court ot 
Pariizament at Faris and clic:vhere, who are detained fron 
comming to v8 by the oppreilion of chis libertie? But when 
ſhould we haue recxoned vp all the kindes of inivries 
done vato vs? The f{editious infolencies day'y ccmmitred 
to hinder the free exerciſe of our Religion in thoſe places 
where we are tollerated. The attemp:3sand enterpritcs 2» 
oainſt ſuch places as have bin given vs in cuſt-dy for our 
fecurine, T he ſecret praQiles codebauch rhe Gouernoyrs 
of them, as it is newly confirmed in the Gouernours ot 
Clermont, Ledcue avg Ar;encon , The refulall of prout- 
ding forthe reſtitution cf thoſe places, The riots and out - 
razesthat thoſe of our Religion ſuffer in citie and country 
by the fury of the peop'e, proyoked by their Preachers. T be 
ravages and firing of our Churches ad Church:yards. The 
inhumanitics exciſed in digging vp ourdead, . 
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dring their buriall.The violence offered fick-folkes conrſcie 
euccs, euen 1n the agony of Ceath, thereby to force them 
ro renounce their Religion, T! e crueltic exerciſed on our 
p.cte 211.) ike, who are caſt out of Hoſpitals. T he vniuſt 
force pta&tiſed in rubbing vs of ovr children to bring them 
vp in che Roman Religion, acaintt their tatiers inter:e and 
lait will, To be ſhort, a!l mancr of wrongs and violences 
are done vs,aga1ntt the Kings authorine, 2nd publik peace 
and tranguillicie, 

In ail thele miſcÞiefes we have no other recourſe then to 
our complaints, which we continually dire tothe Magi 
ſtrateseither of the Prouinces or of tie higl. Courts « But 
there, alas, in ficad of remed:es we inde poiſon , For not

That at Beaux in Province 1o»/icar de Here 
Caprta'ne of the Caltle, afc:r many threats and outrages, to 
prohibite and hinder thoſe of the Religion trom thcir ex» 
erciie,&id at lalt drive them out violently by torce uot arm2s 
theeightot Februarie 16209, That iullice could nut be 0b- 
tained tor the excelſiue outrages done to fome of the Reli- 
fion at Baugenci, and for ringing the Allacum beli zgaivſt 
them; and that the Oftenders that chrew two men our of a 
carret,and ran one of them through witha {word, ave bin 
heard as witnetles to the informations made by the Licu- 
tenant Generall in the iuriſdiftion of Orleans; and that 
theugathe cauſe was referred to the Parliament of Paris, 
yet notwithiianding the Attourney Generall in the ſame 
hath; let the ſuice fall , That our Paſtors bave bin violently 
expelled the Cities of Bourges and la Chafteigneraye. That 
divers perſons profelling our Religion at Chaalons vpon

That the education of children hath bin taken away from 
their fachers of our Religion, ro infiru& them in a contra= 
ry, as fromthe Maſter of Accompes at Paris, and by order 
of the Court of Parliament at Roane in the cauſe of one 
Comunrechef. T hat many children of the Religion, haue bin 
Rolen away by Monks. Agar Ambrun the fon of a citizen, 
at M iliaud the fonne of Morfienr Faterte, at Leyroure a boy 
of ten yeares old, named Francs Aram, by the leſuite Ree 
goxr the fourthof Ianuary 1620, That our graues haue bin 
1ohunanely violated, or the burials hindred in divers pli- 
ces,a5 at A'x 18 Province, at Gordes, at Mirabeau, ac On- 
glc, at Xaincs, at S,Georges of Olcron, and in mary plas 
ces of Guienneard other parts with crueltie & barbariline, 
Thatourpoore ficke haue din caſt out of Hofpirals, oc 
their conſciences forced , as during the laſt contagion at 
Paris, in the Hoſpirall of Saint Lewes, where mary were 
violented, and all accelle denicd our Miniſters and Elders

theſe promiles were not periormed within the tire, it

Now becauſe 
that vpon the condition of theſe promiſes , ypon the afſu- 
rance with the which chey were {ct forth vnto vs, and vpon

in our Churches, our enemies cauſct ic to be told our De- 
puttes Generall a::d divers others among vs,that the King, 
thoughrelolued to heare nothing from vs, would notwith= 
tanding deale rauouribly ith his fubieRs of the Religion, 
2''d do them iutt ce.Thac he vas «illing to heare our com- 
p/aints by the Deputics Generall, and in the name of the 
Churches, Tu tric «hat would b: the effeR of cheſe words, 
we ceafle ali purfuice in our owne nam2,jare {ilent, and pur 
ir oner wholy to our Depurtics Generall, to follow it in 
their owne name an: 12 thename bt the Churches, And 
certaigily we may bold y 2.ide, that if the eſtate of our cala- 
miries increaling lv, and chreatning worſe, had not avg- 
ment d our apprehenſion 2nd jul? miftruſt, cGucrcome with 
{o manyvexations, repultes, threats, ard vith deſpaire of 
any ſuccellc, we could delire notinng more then to retire 
our {elues; and ir'may be our Churches w: u}d haue p1rdo- 
ned vs. But atthe fametime the fraud of our enemies did 
rurcher diſcover it ſclfe, andthe perſecution proieRted 2» 
gainlt vs, breaking out in d'uersplaces,ha h maniſeftcd rheir 
dellignes by fo many perfidies and outrages, thae being 
forced for iuftihcation of our innocencie and law full de- 
ferce againit rhe warre they make vpon vs, here to lay Q= 
pen their proceedings before the eyes of all the world, we 
would be (crunulous for the honour of France to publitn 
deeds fo 0dious, if withall x were notknowne that the 2u- 
chors of chem are France's greatcft enemies, and hauc con - 
{prred her ruine and ovrs. 

Firſt of all, vynder colour of theſe faire prom: ies, thatthe 
the King wovld keep'.» his Edits made in favour of his 
ſubieRs of the Religion,and would fatishe thetr complaines 
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of ynpertormance of promiſes, my Lord Duke de Leſdi. 
grteres is drawae to the Court, by periwading him that his 
mediation would be a great turtherance yntothe buſinelle, 
and lth: Lords and perſons of greateſt note among vs 
arc eatcriained with the ſame hopes. Intlie meane while 
Mon err ae e/ ontmorencs |s vp in arimes 2.:ain(t vs in Lan- 
puzdce, ard after many as ct hoitilite, {ts vpon Villes 
aeu:ue de B.ry a Towne of oursin Viuarez, And becaulſc 
:t was cake 10 be foreleene that ti:1x violence would mecte 
with pp: fition , Alon/iewr de Reanx Licutenant of the 
Ki-gs Guard is lent from Court with apparent command 
to ditarine all tuch as he ſhould findearmed, Aon/ieur de 
Chu lon (wirole prudence and afte&tion to the Kings fer 
uice and countries peace had hitherto withbeld the peoples 
impatience, derous to repulle the violence ottered them) 
being informed of the {aid Siewr de Reaux ins charge by a 
yeoman of the Guard wrom he had ſcent vato him , cone» 
tinued to ſtay our peoples commotion : and as he expeRs 
:30re particular newes from'the ſaid Siewr de Reanx,and of 
Alonſicur de Aſomtmorencies obzdience to the command 
he brought, Villeneutne de Berg hauing withſtood two 
icaladocs and divers allaulcs at che gate , yeelding preſently 
2t the Kings name to the {aid Siewr de Reanx , and ſubmits 
ting it ſe!fe vnto his proteRion and keeping , /onſiexr de 
CI ortmerenct Commirg in, eſtabliſherh chere a gariſon, 
which at the ſame inftapt committeth all xind of riots and 
outrages, Hereupon our men being induced to arme 
themiclue: for feare of the like frauds, and tor the neceſſity 
of their owne defence , Afonfrenr de Reanx comming to 
1onſieur ae Chaſtillon, and alluring: him that Villeneufue 
de Berg ſhould be reſtored, and vnder hope that according 
co the articles agreed ypon betweene them , all chings 
ſhou'd be reeltabliſhed in peace, hauing obtained that he 
ſhou'd vnarme; whiles he was truly doing fo, 10»/ienr de 
CMontmurenc in ſtead of pertorming coucnants , lodget! 
A8c or xe companiesin Villeneutfye de Berg , and pro- 
£Umes Wit! 2 drum A191 Fewr de Perant Gouaundc thereotz 
and 
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and moreouer hauing diſpatched divers new commiſſions, 
dated the morow afrer Srewr de Reanx his arival! there, hc 
aſſicgerh Vals another place of ours in Viuarets, where e- 
uen the ſaid Siewr de Reanx himſcite , whiles Monfieny de 
Chaſtillon reſted vpon his word, that Afonſiewr de eAontmo» 
rexci ſhould perforine cournants, alliited in perion, and 
was ſpeRavor of the battery, This little and weake place, 
without any defence bur clic inhabira:its, having endured 
a hundred cannon ſhot, yeelding vpon honorable compo- 
{i:ion, directly contrary to the capitulation all inanner 0: 

crucltics,violences and barbariſies haue bin chere practi- 
{cd ypon an infinite company of poure innocent perfonz 
cruelly murthered or rau theo, Any againe, contrary to the 
{ai articles the like hath bin done at Va'ons a place nears 
vnto the other. Theſe trauds and breaches ot countei teit 

contracts,do manifelt vnto the worid that the Kings wore 

and apparent Command, haue bin vied but 33a {are tor ur 

plaine merning, and vnder a fecret approbation of all tha:

Morcouer at the {ame time 1ſon/teur ae Poyane haung 
fortified himſelf in Bearn to beate out Monfenr de {ut Force,

{a Force to command him to dilmilſe thoſe rroupes that Be 
kept by himfor his owne fafetic and to maintain the Kings 
authoritie {invhis charge of Gouernour of the country 4* 
vainſt rhe violent enterpriſes of the ſaid Szewy de Poy are, 
But the ſaid Siewr de /a Saladie in {tead of carving ba. ke 
Aton/ieur de la Forces anſwer to the King , as te ſcemes, 
went into Guyenne to .1/eſſſcnrs a E/pernon ge Þignoleraund 
divers others to arme, {o that in an inſtant all Guycnne 
was filled with troupes, beſides thole that were lett there 
before.

rcady to be pur in execution z this remouull being to no 
other end, then to zake fr m vs the-meanes of 1: Iping our 
ſe!\ues with tlofe profics in our owne difence wien the 
peclecution ſhouly come, whic!: by conicquent they ioten= 
del againſt vs, 

Now as by theſe new alt-rations of our peace, by !heſe me- 
naces, by the open oppr.thivn & pzriecution un fo wa, y pla- 
cca,we did tereſee well enou_h the Rory y hung ouer our 
heads and ready co fall knowing bei1ics y our enewies put 
vp with their {ucceſle in the rauage & deſc laiiun ct Bearn, 
did (tay for nothing bur a fi: leal,n to continue our raine 
by an open warreg which was roo cate ts be lea: nd by ticir 
open talke, vpon the returne from Bearn , ot the li. ge of 
Rechell, of the meanes and facilitie of ral1ng it. By che 
diſcourſe whichthe 'Ting was howely entertained with of 
the ruine of Huguenots: bythe calumnes lad ypon ys 
for a pretext , by the threats that followec; 2nd by the pre- 
parations vilibly made tor that purpoſe. Neuerthelifle be- 
cauſe there was ſome ſpeech of the Kings good will ro- 
wards his ſubi:Qs of the R:ligion, and the aurhoritie of his 
EdiRs, our Deputics Generall (co whole charge tte whole 
purſuite was reterred) preſented voto his Maicſtic 2 bill of 
complaints, requeſting fatisfation for ſome of the moſt 
important grievances, with-a ſpeedier execution tor the 
peace and lafetic of our Churches, 

But after many inttances and delayes, after divers ſollici- 
tations and ſupplications of all the chicteft among vs, cuen 
of che Lard Duke de Leſdiguieres himiclf preſent at Court, 
our Depuiics genera!l could never obtaine_avy anſwer, 
Onely /fonfSierr de Fabas one of them, and a Gentleman 
that came vnto.vs from the Lord Duke de Leſdrgaieres, ha- 
uing given vs to vnderſtand accordiry; to a writing of the 
laid Lord de Leſdiguteres vnder his awne hand. That for.all 
amends atter lo many complaints, ny Lord Dyke de Leſ- 
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wbenerer did perſwade himielte (for the King , howſocuer 
our Churches were giucn to hope that he would mainraine 
his Edits, did not tete fo much as paile his wi rd; neither 
by muuth,nor by any Officer of State) that it we wou 'd 


firit ſeparate our ſelues, we ſhould vbraine-the rerra' © of 


truupes trom all places where we did mittrulttnem . Trat 
the goucrnnent of the places in Daup:/une (hovt-.. be (car- 
cned and Jehuered v$1.1 (1x moneths 1f it. col be tound, 
T hat order (houl4 be caken for the parment oft fich fans 
of mouy as have bin promited them ot Bearr> in hey of 
ehcir tcclelialticallir-ue.:ucs. That Atonfiewr de la Force and 
his ſ{-nnes ſhould ti hold their piaces, And moreover, that 
he was promuted atluredly thac nothing ſhould beaitemp- 
td LYuring the time that ſhould be requilice for the remrne 
of our relolutions. But as we wereabout-cthem, we were 
informed by Monſieur de Chaias the other of. our Depuries 
generall, chat the nexrday atcer, contrary to the faid pro- 
miles, our enemies had wrought the King to an ablokute 
and open relolution of making warre azaintt vs, 'That ers 
der was giuen tor the leuying of an armie of one and forty 
thouland foote 24d (ix thouſand horie.

againſt our fidelyie, ampreftiien of 1he Kings bare to our 
Religio', and#beir declarg ronsot warre prblifhed agaiult 
vs; which have wrought chele ettcdts. lt Fanpened fn che 
citie of Tours the a90t April 'aft chat one farm le Now, 
(not log afore cone rted ro our Religton, tor the whict 
he (uffered many 1: turies a'1d reprocu es, fo furre, that the 
pOpk bauing made an cibgie of ? aw, and (unctimes cal-

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bogit by lys name , ſorgerimes by the name of Marrs 
Lmutber gid burne it publikiy,and oo juſtice could cuer be 
obtained tor io outragious an infolence)cicd: and as be nas 
caried co his grave, the people made a head, and after they 
had abuled hi>corpte and thoſe that accompanied it, after 
tlicy ad committed all forts of indigoitics and inhumani- 
tics u the digging vp of his graue, . ſceking to do- worſe, 
{tirred a more violent tedition.So timt hauiny brokert down 
and razed a houſe neare the Church-yerd, they run to the 
C hucch, being hali'e'a mite thence, they hre it, chey encer 
'the Sexcons hide, and they pill and ranfacke it; 3nd be- 
ing increated to the number ct a tearfull multitode , chey 
.eontinuethree whole dayes together in firing and pulling

Now the order of our enemies counſels and ations hi- 
therco,and chicily theſe tragica!l aud horcid vprares, the 
great preparatiaes tor warre » the vniuit and rigorous dea- 
ling with Moz/rewr de la Force and his lonnes, contrary to 
the tate atjucance , with thetruupes: readv vnder Mower 
a Eſpernons command tor the 1nvalion of Beary, witnetled 
and tbew:d l{uthciently, that che houre of a generall per!e- 
cution was come.,, and that the deiligne of our ruine fo 
long a hacching now appeared « Wheretore our enemies, 
chat cheir perfidic 8might play their part and pertormetheir

che Edits, And finally they aſſare Aon few os ta Force;” 
that if he would leaue Bearn , he ſhould no ſooner ſend 
Meonſienr d Eſpernow word of it, burthe ſhould preſently 
withdraw himielte. Now we willſhew whatwasrhe effe&* 
of theie promiſes. We will begin with the laſt, which was 
firſt violated. After Mon /ienr de la Force had withtrawne 
him{:ife, and had certified Monſiewr dE ſpernon of his dif 
arming and retraic by the Baron cf Ayres , preſently Mon. 
fieur dE ſpernon entredthe country with his armie, and {ei- 
{ed all ctownes and places where they of our Religion were 
moſt in number, filled them with rong gariſons, razed the 
Caltle of Montanay, and brought the people to ſuch a la- 
mentable eſtate, that moſt of them, yea the chicteſt han- 
bin forced to tlie co quie their goodsand country ; digers 
vnarmed and naked perſons were murthered , and the reſt 
remaine at this preſent reſtrained vnder e miſerable ferui- 
tude, inftering all forts of injuries and cruelties. On the 0- 
ther ſide,the King ſetting torward for the execution of rhe 
menaces publiſhed againſt this Cirie', ' after he had (pred 2- 
broad hi3 aflurances, thathe went not againlt his {fubieRs 
of the Rehgion in generall, and ane particular promiſes 
rotheGouernours of tome of our places of faferie, tha: 
comming to them he wouldinononate nothing, pathng by 
Tours, :where the fedition being renewed and growne 
ſtronger, andthe Commitlari e ſent to execuce juſtice, dri- 
uen out of the Towne, the priſoners fercht out of priſor; 
violence, the houſes of thole of our Religion ( who 
frighted with the hrft cumult had withdrawne themfelues ) 
pild andranfackt, oncly the Kings reverence violated, hat!) 
with much ado bin expiared by the execution of tile poore 
beggerly rogues; (and that yet to emertaine their _—_ 
whon 
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whom our enemies would teed with hopeehat the keeping 
of Edicas-lhould be —__ His Maieſtie came to ow 
cur, where Monfienr ds Plcfſis relying the cxpre 

Promiſes made hun, that nothing Id Aagrvare in che 
gauernment, and ypon the truth of the Declaration pub= 
iſhed three. weekes before, hang opened the gates of the 
Citiz-and Caſtle to the King , experimented to our great 
dammage the frauds and perfidics of our enermes, who in- 
duced the King to take away the geuernment from him, 
agd £0 put agariſon of tourc hundred fouldigrs of his Gard 
iathe Caſtle, and another in the Fauxboutgy of the greene 
Colile,and by this meancsto make vs loſe this pl-ce of fate» 
tic. With what borror and indigration can ll France ice 
the enemics of her peace andthe Kings ſcruice abuſe thus 
perfidiouſty his name and word;to commirtheſcedſo deteſta» 
ble diſloyaltics? Ir is buc ten monetbs ago that by bis Mas 
icſties expreſle gran, tlie-keeping of places of {atetic was 
continued vnto vs for fourc yeares, Of all others, the citic 
of Saumur was one of the mc important for our ſafctie. It 
had bin io our cuſtody cucr fencerhelate King being, King 
of Nauarre,requelted by Hewri the third , caine accompa= 
nicd with thoſe of our Religion to deliver him from the 
captiuitic and tyrapnie of the league, T bat Towne was gi= 
uen him for his pallage; and i remained thencetorth in our 
keeping,as a token of our good ſetuices and fidelitic to this 
Crowne.T his place ſeated oo.che Loire was to {crue vs, in 
the perſecutions and contuhuns which the enemies of this 
Eſtate haue now Rirred vp, for a rerraic or commudious 
paſlage for ſo many poore diltreiled tiocks, ro faue them= 
ſclues from the future tuzic of fire and (word. | his Towne 
during the peace of theſe later x Ah wisanuricry of the 
Church, and was the fcate of a flour:thing Vniuertzie. For

Nay rather did he not palle all mealure of confidence 
in the dilloyaltic of our enemies, out of his reſpeR to the 
Kings bare name? And hopiag to auvide rhe (torme that 
ung apparently ouer our heads, 4id he not himſelfe pubs 
1:!]: the benefit of tizac deceittull declaration ; and to ma ke 
rae firſt criall of ir, opened with tuch confidence the gates 
of the Towne and Caltle co the King 2 Wheretore tlic de» 
{1gne being thus vamasked, our encinies were now pleated 
to ranifelt chat ic was intended againit all in generall , Fur 
as{{oone as the King was at Saumury, newes came how that 
all the Proteftants throughout all the priviciyall cities ot 
Normandic were difarmed, Vere they allo graitors:Or have 
they lince the Declaration commicted any act of rebeliion 
or diſobedience? Beſides all chi, whiles che King was ye, 
at Saumur, Aon/ieay Arnant comes to $, lohnd Angely 
on Saturday the 15 ofthis manct.:, {command the Lord 
Duke de Rohan and A njfiewr de Soxvize to Come to the 
King, who delired theic avuice for the taxing vp of 'the 

reſent affaires,T bis was done to trio ends; fhittchat vnde! 
vs of 1uſtice, the great ones and common people of our 
Religion might be wichhel4 as tex have biy aicherto, 
wailes the preparatiaes tor Narle againit Vs were cucry 
where a haſtenipg. Secondly and chicty, that there n.ig1ic 
be the leſle tulpiton of che Kings wroupes lev by Aon/ieur 
A Amriac, who the very next day cuiring the luburb: s i 
S.lohn with three chouſand and iwe bunurcd wen, aliduls 
ted che tOWne and gates, abd Would },auc gore urtier, and 
taken iczif he nad not found reliltance, \) 35 this Towne i! 
ſo guiltic of creaſoii? Could the T owne ve guiltie, and nor 
the Lords uf it ? And yet tie Kiig weiites ro Moyityuer te 
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Duke de Rohan, as to his taithfull and affcRionate ſernant 
and his Lieutesant Couernour in the Prouince of Poiftou, 
which turely he would not do to a rebell and traicor. What 
other crime then hath this Towne comantted , ro be thus 
aſlailed and threatned with a fiege,and forced to expe be- 
fore her wals the Kings cannon and armie, which maket! 
towards it with all dilzgence and {peed ? What crime allo 
may the Towne of Iargeau (another place of fatcrie) haue 
commuittel, which was at the fame time befteges, other 
then our enemics oath to haue no meccie? then the hate 
of our Religion,whole ruine they haue contpired ?

tothem , bath long fince acquirred vs of that imputation, 
We acknowledge no power 9: carth abuue our Kings. We

eth, that eitner direRtly or indireftly we may be freed +trom 
the allegiance we have fworne vato him. The holy proteis

; ho haue {worne morta'l hatrey to our Religion,and with 
the ike furie have vowed rhe rujne and deltructon of ail 
che Eltates of Chrittendome, a::d particularly of this M.- 
narchie, governing at cheir pleaſure the Kings heart and wil 
by the.r luggettions to his contc ence,doinducenim to has 
zard his State to vndo vs: we Jar: fav, that time and exper 
rence willyer maxe him acknowletge that ne hath not in 
ail his kingdomea fire prop tor his Croxge then cur fide” 
lirie, And certainly chere can be nothing mere p'ainero 21l

tie, it isvndoubtcdly true, that according to the humanc 
mea:e3 that God vieth tor the aduancement of his workes 
the conferuation and vroweh of our Religion in this coun- 
try, do wholy depend on the libertie 2nd {atetic of the FE.
